He testified to having gone 
to the box on the apparatus when the 
alarm sounded between 12.30 and 12.40. 
On coming back he found a slipper in 
the middle of the westerly sidewalk 
about 35 feet from the box: About 30 
feet farther along he found another 
slipper on the edge of the sidewalk, 
The slippers were produced and identi- 
fied by him as the slippers delivered to 
Chief Frye the next morning. He fur- 
ther testified to going to Mr. Allen’s 
room next morning and asking Mrs. Hill 
if Mr. Allen-had any slippers, to which 
she responded that he had. Visited de- 
fendant’s room but could not find any 
slippers. Found a pair of stockings 
which were wet and dirtyywith grass on 
feet. These were produced in court and 
were identified. Questioned by the 
judge said that he saw a jardiniere 
which had been broken in defendant’s 
room the night before, that he found 
marks on the outside of the house be- 
neath defendant’s window which ap- 
peared to be made by foot of somebody 
endeavoring to get in window, and told 
of finding foot prints of somebody run- 
ning in stocking feet in roadway back of 
Wilbur’s block on Maple avenue bet ween 
alarm box and defendant’s room. 

Cross examined by defendant’s coun- 
sel said that he did not have a warrant 
toenter Mr. Allen’s room, that he had 
béen a police officer about twelve years 
or more, that he Was willing to take the 
consequences of having searched the 
room without a warrant, that he was 
accompanied by Chief Frye who took the 
stockings from defendant’s wardrobe.

She shoWed him 
the jardiniere which was broken the 
night before. Later he saw defendant 
and had a conversation with him some- 
thing as follows:

Cross examined by defendant’s coun- 
sel he spoke of telling defendant that if 
he did not ring alarm he knew who did 
and ought toget out of it himself. De- 
fendant said he supposed» some of his 
friends would try to. get him into it-if 
they were in the same box, and that he 
told defendant that he had just as lief 
believe that the other fellow did it. 
Said-that he made up his mind to arrest 
defendant Thursday. Shown stockings, 
he poifited’out some grass still adhering 
to feet, altho’ the counsel for defense 
seemed to doubt that it. was grass, and 
said that the stockings were in ward- 
robe with dirty clothes over-them. He 
did not know exactly how far ‘the box 
was from Mrs, Hill’s room but it might 
be 300 to 500 yards. 

Mrs. Hill was the next-witness called. 
She said that defendant roomed and 
boarded with her, occupying a room on 
the ground floor on the side next to the 
Eames’ residence, The morning after 
the alarm she found the jardiniere in de- 
fendant’s room broken and said that she 
heard the-jar break between the first 
and third stroke of the fire alarm bell 
during the night, and that she heard 
somebody talking to him soon after the 
first stroke. Said she went to bed be- 
tween 9 and 10. o’clock but was not 
asleep when the alarm sounded, getting 
up to go to the window on the first 
stroke, that her room was in the di- 
rection-ef the bex-and that nobody 
eould-have gone by and gotten into de- 
fendant’s window without her seeing 
them altho’ it was dark. She testified 
to hearing defendant’s window go up 
and down and then a crash all before 
the third stroke of the bell. Witness 
testified that defendant and somebody 
“else Went Out the early part of thé éven- 
ing and came back a little before twelve. 
She testified to going into his room be- 
fore 9 o’clock because. she thought. she 
heard a window open. She found win- 
dow wide open and closed it. She knew 
the window Was locked. Last ‘time in 
her remembrance that she saw .defend- 
ant’s slippers was last Saturday and had 
not noticed them since. : 
—aAsked if she lad lard aii y body: mov- 
ing about in defendant’s room before 9 
o’clock, said that she had heard some- 
body in stocking feet or low shoes. An- 
swering another question told of missing 
some keys which hung in a certain place. 
She also spoke of hearing somebody 
; moving about in defendant’s room on 
previous night when she knew defend- 
| ant to be out. 

Cross examined. by Judge —Poor..whe 
asked ‘‘Hasn’t defendant spoken to you 
about the Gase?” witness denied emphat- 
| ically that he had, but when pressed by 
the questioner she replied that he had 
said “nothing in particular’ to her 
about it only something in regard to 
| What was to come up at the hearing. 
| Chief Frye was called upon the stand 
for asecond time to add something in 
regard to the conversation which he had 
had with defendant. Ile said that de- 
fendant asked him, ‘Now can’t I get out 
of this any way?”

He said his attention 
had since been called by Mrs. Hill to

Arthur Holt was called ‘and his testi- 
mony wasin the main the same as the 
defendant's, He said he was asleep 
when the alarm began to strike and was 
awakened and heard defendant tip over 
jardiniere as he went to the window. 
He said he thought it| would take about 
three. minutes-and a half tu run from 
box on Maple avenue to defendant’s 
room. He also stated that neither of 
them left the room until the next morn- 
ing. 

John Nice testified that he visited de- 
fendant’s room on the evening in ques- 
tion on business and while there saw de- 
feudant changing his clothes. ‘ Called 
his attention toa hole in the stockings 
he was putting on and said it was evi- 
dent that he was a bachelor. 
the hole in the pair of stockings pro- 
duced by defendant. Said that when 
they left the room the windows were 
down and shades pulled. 

Judge Poor discovered that pair of 
stockings secured by Chief Frye had a 
hole in them at about the same place. 

Chief Hardy was calied to testify to 
the time between strokes and to the 
time between the pulling down of the 
lever and the first stroke but did not 
know exactly what the time was. He 
thought it might be a 1000 feet from the 
box to Mrs. Hill’s house. 

In summing up the ¢ounsel for defense 
said that it was a case of circumstantial
